Alerbury,'in 1661 and 62, for meeting to worſhip God in his own 
Houſe z and was kept 17 Weeks (moſt part in Winter) in @ Cold 
and incommodious Room without a Chimney, that he contracted ſo 
great a Cold, that he could not turn in his Bed for ſeveral Weeks 
after.
